Ald, Best was willing to bring in a 
motion that the request of Mr. Mal- 
colm be granted. 

Ald. Turnbull remarked -that last 
“year this request was refused by the 
Council, and he could hardly support 
the motion at the present time. 

The mayor asked that the question 
be laid over to next meeting, which 
Ald; Best agreed to. 

Mr. Pidgeon wrote the Council ask- 
ing that a commission be paid-him for 
sale of west half of 29-38-27, W. 4th. 
to Henry Hart, as the property was 
listed with him. This property {ts 
used in part,as a nuisance ground, and 
is not needed by the City.

KE. Broderick, right-of-way and prop- 
erty agent of the C.N.R., wrote that 
the parcel of land set apart for stock 
yards of the Company was useless as 
stock yards, as there is a road running 
through the property. He was secur- 
ing further report from the engineer 
on the question. Laid over. 

The_golicitors handed the City dup- 
licate certificates’ of Title Nos. 122-Q-

The Fire Chief reported on recent 
fires, writing a strong letter regarding 
chimney fires especially.

Mr. Welliver addressed the Council 
with regard to arrears of taxes. He 
asked the favor of the Council to 
May next. He referred to a state- 
ment made at the Council Board that 
2 block was offered for fifty thousand 
dollars, and asked if it referred to his 
block, 


Mr. Broughton said he made the 
statement, and there were other 
blocks than Mr. Welliver’s. He said 


if a block was valued at fifty thousand 
it should be taxed that amount. 

Mr. Welliver said he had not been 
offered any sum, nor had he refused 
an offer for his block. He had never 
set a price on it. He had been asked 
by several citizens if it referred to his 
property. He referred to the idea of 
taking rents for property in arrears. 
He referred to the townsite property 
taxes as an instance where the city 
should be more severe than they are. 
He thought-if taxes were not paid then 
the property should be sold. 

The Deputy Mayor said an agree- 
ment had been made with Mr. Wel- 
liver, and that agreement had not been 
kept, and the Council had no option but 
to take action. The Council were the 
custodians of the people and they 
were trying to do their duty without 
fear or favor of anyone, 

Commissioner Stephenson said cer- 
tain property was claimed to belong 
to Mr. Welliver, yet hé had never 
been notified that he owned the 
property, and he had collected rents on 
the property. 

The Council agreed to the extension 
to May 15th of the balance owing by 
Mr. Woelliver, at Mr. Welliver’s  re- 
quest. : 

Ald. Best askeq what should be 
done regarding the building by-law, as 
there were some hundred pages, and 
desired to know if it should be typed.

The department says a superinten- 
dent is appointed in each district to 
report on all cases. The report shows 
that Mrs. Melstrom had $3900, and 
she was not destitute, and could not 
recommend assistance, as she did not 
come under the Act. You cannot 
treat one case different from another. 
If she, at a later date, was destitute, 
ghe would receive consideration. 

Ald. Turnbull stateq he never said 
Mrs. Melstrom was destitute. He read 
a letter from the Department. He 
said every member of the Council fav-° 
ored the idea of helping the widow 
except Ald. White, who was not pres- 
ent, He felt she was entitled to help, 
and it seems absurd that she should 
have to spend her last dollar before 
she should have help. 

Ald. White was not at that meeting, 
but nothing had happened since to 
shange matters. He thought it was 
a deserving case, especially as there 


was mention of certain notes she 
has to pay. . 
Ald. Best said he had spoken to 


Chief Anderson, who said there were 
three other widows who intended ap- 
plying for this grant if this case 
passed. 

Ald. Turnbull said we could 
each cage on its merits. 

The D@puty Mayor said he under- 
stood Mrs. Melstrom had the house 
made over into her own name. He 
felt like laying the matter over for 
full information. 

The Commissioner said the Super- 
intendent at Edmonton could make 
the grant if he liked, but he would not 
make it, but woulq put the responsi- 
bility back on the Council. 

Ald. Turnbull said ‘Mrs, Melstrom 
had her house, had two thousand dol- 
lars out at interest, and some twelve 
hundred dollars in cash. She has to 
pay a two hundred dollar note. She 
has a car. She does not come under 
the act, but she was deserving and 
had six small children. 

Ald. Turnbull and White moved 
that the Secretary-Treasurer be di- 
rected to acquaint the Department at 
Edmonton that the city would be glad 
to pay its share of a mother's allow: 
ance in the case of Mrs. A. Melstrom., 
as it is believed that the case, as the 
Department say, is a meritorious one, 
and new facts and circumstances have 
arisen which render such an allow- 
ance wise and necessary. * 

On the vote being taken, the mo- 
tion was defeated, Ald. Turnbull and 
White only voting for it. 

Counclt adjourned at 11,15 o'clock.

CHILLED MEAT PLANT 
WOULD BE REAL BOON 
TO LOCAL STOCKMEN 


Red Deer U.F.A. Hears Wm. Spurrell, 
Bewden, on Vital Industry. Red 
Deer Should Be An Ideal Location 
For Its Establishment. 


That Central Alberta is well *adapt- 
ed for the production of ideal export 
beef, was brought out in Wm. Spur- 
rell’s discussion of the chilled meat 
proposition, at the U.F.A. meeting, 
Saturday afternoon. Unfortunately, 
the attendance was small on account 
of the condition of the roads. Mr. 
Spurrell had been giving the subject a 
great deal of study, and is actively 
pushing the scheme through the medi- 
um of the U.F.A. In company with 
Hon. Duncan Marshall, he expects to 
interview the Dominion government 
at an early date. He is convinced 
that immediate action is. absolutely 
necessary for the continuance “of the 
live stock industry. 

The producer's problem is first of 
all to produce prime cattle at the 
earliest possible age. Canada must 
have a live stock industry. A steady 
supply of labor cannot be maintained 
without such an industry. Moreover, 
it is suicidal not to feed and finish 
Canadian cattle on Canadian farms. 
The supply of feed must be maintain- 
ed, but the advent of silos, with our 
supply of the cheaper grades 
grain, makes this fairly simple in 
Central Alberta. * 

The great drawback to stock rais- 
ing is the lack of stability in present 
marketing. Canada has practically 
nothing that could be called a system 
of marketing at present. Our cheaper 
grades of grain should never be given 
a ride on the steel; entering the open 
markets, they only have the effect of 
depressing the milling grades. 

The personal qualifications of our 
western stockmen are equal to any, 
but their experiences have not been 
any too encouraging. The home mar- 
ket is small at best; the provision of 
adequate markets has a peculiar in- 
terest for the producers. 

-The proposed emergency tariffs in 
the United States have put cattle

Their presence 
seems to have rather thrown a monkey 
vrench into the works, in view of 
What happened in Req Deer a couple 
vf months ago at the Supreme Court.

For the Crown, A. E. Smith testi- 
jed that about the 26th of July last, 
1e had lost four head of horses, and

Wm. McTaggart, Gadsby, testified 
hat while fishing near the Content

ith, he saw the two accused men in a 
‘ush off the main trail with 9 head 
xf horses. Several of the horses ap- 
seared to be freshly branded. He 
aositively identified two of these as 
he horses produced at court, and the 
wndisputed jroperty of Smith. . He 
uso stated that the accused remained 
‘n the bush all day. In the evening 
hey left with the bunch of horses in 
he direction of Red Deer, evidently 
vith the the intention of travlling all 
iight. 

Inspector Fisher testifled as to 
i statement made to him by Owen 
Shearer to the effect that Harry and 
Carlos had stolen the Smith horses. 
ind that Owen and tra ha‘ driven 
yver from Gadsby to the Shearer place 
year Markerville, and turned the hors- 
28 loose when they heard the police 
were on their trail, 

Dtective Scott anq Constable Rob- 
ertson testified to the arrest of Harry 
ind Carlos, and that the-accused haa 
shown them where they turned the 
‘orses loose. The police subsequently 
recovered two head of the Smith hors- 
28 near the Shearer Brothers pasture, 
year Markerville. 

McKNIGHTS FIGURE AGAIN . 

It will be remembered that during 
‘he trial of Ira Shearer here in 
January, when the jury disagreed, that 
several charges were made against 
‘he police. One was tu the 
affect that Ira Shearer had given the 
bills of sale which he haq obtained 
from McKnight Bros. to Corp, Ma- 
honey, and that the same ha‘ Leen 
lone away with. , 

For the defence, Harry Shearer was 
‘he only witness called, and he testi- 
fed that he had bought the Smith 
horses from his brother Ira and had 
been present on August 2nd when they 
were sold to Ira by the McKnight 
Bros. 

At this. stage of the proceedings, 
-he Crown sprung a surpise by pro- 
ducing the McKnight brothers in court 
inq proving absolutely that they left 
Alberta on the 28th of June and 
went to Sacramento, California. They 
were in the south on the dates they 
were alleged to have sold the horses 
-o the Shearer brothers. In fact, it 
was proven absolutely that the Mc- 
nights had left this province several 
weeks before any of the horses the 
Shearer brothers are charged with 
stealing had left the possession of 
their owners. 


In summing up, His Honor stated 


that the story submitted by the de- 
‘ence was. an incredible one, and 
there was no doubt in his mind as to 
‘he guilt of the accused. But, on ac- 
count of their youth and previous 
good record, and also because the 
avidence disclosed tended to show 
‘hat they were not the ringleaders, 
but rather the junior members of the 
gang of horse thieves, he felt inclined 
to take a lenient view of their crime 
and imposed what he considered & 
light sentence.

Many thoughtful people will rever- 
ently ask, Why did he die?

Mr. Whiston put the matter up 
fairly ang squarely and stated, very 
frankly, what the Department thought 
of the situation here.

The city 
already created a hospital district in 
reality, the question now is to get the 
urban and rural territory organized so 
that each will be getting its share of 
the advantages and the responsibili- 
ties of the institution. Red Deer is 
the logical centre for the new dis- 
trict. 

If the city did not go into the hos- 
pital district, the district could build 
in North Red Deer, or could even 
build in the city itself and make the 
going harder for the present hospital 
than it is at present. 

There are fhree general plans on 
which the city might deal with the 
hospital district. First: 


THE RENTAL BASIS 


On this plan, the city could lease 
the hospital to the new district on 
certain conditions. The district would 
not-he Warranted in making any very 
extensive improvements tothe plant, 
however, unless a long term lease was 
given’ but the Department would not 
be favorable to more than a_ three 
year lease. The matter would only 
come up again when the lease expired 
and the situation would be unsatis- 
factory at best. It would be better to 
settle the thing one way or other in 
the first instance. The suggestioh for 
the city to sell serVice to the district’ 
would, be even more impracticable ow- 
ing to the immense amount of account- 
ing that would be necessary, and the 
demands that would be made for the 
city to provide complete X-ray and 
other equipment. The second plan 
would be

The new hospital at Drumheller is 
the largest and best_that has been 
built under the municipal hospital 
scheme.~ It is a 62-beq plant, and cost, 
last year, between $97,000 and $98.000. 
The X-ray machine cost $3600 and all 
the equipment is the very latest. This 
latter statement applies also to every 
hospital that has been built under the 
scheme. Drumhelltr hospital has 4 
{solation huts at present. 

The municipal hospital would care 
for all kinds of cages, exceyst that in 
the event of.a general epidemic, when 
disease got beyond the capacity of 
the hospital.. Responsibility would re- 
vert to the municipality under direc- 
tion of the Provincial Health Officer. 

Ald. Turmbull felt it would help to 
cement the tie between the city and

Commissioner Stephenson pointed 
out that the city had made expendi- 
tures from waterworks,and sewer de- 
bentures on account of the hospital. 

Stone, Mr. Whiston 
could see no reason why the building 
should not be known as the Memorial 
Hospital under the new scheme. 

Taxation would probably be in the 
neighborhoog of 3 mills for the new 
service, but taxpayers would be en- 
titled to much lower hospital charges. 
Dehentures for building would be 
spread over a 20 year term. 

It was pointed out that the location 
of the hospital centre here would 
bring a lot of traffic and business to 
the city. Red Deer can well afford 
to be generous. We must have the 
best of good feeling; friction would 
be a calamity and a disgrace. The 
city owes it to the province to link up 
with the scheme. The women of Al- 
berta will yet demand that the best 
hospital accommodation he provided 
everywhere. 

ACTION TAKEN 

It was moved by Ald. Turnbull, sec- 
onded by Ald. Stone, as follows: 
“This Council hereby petitions 
Minister of Health to {include the City 
of Red Deer in the proposed Hospital 
District.” Carried unanimously. 


The city representative will meet 
the Board, with the city's concrete 
proposals. If the city fails to reach 


an agreement, the city can then with- 
draw from the district. 

The plans of the hospital district, 
when made, will have to be endorsed 
by a two-thirds vote of the entire dis- 
trict to become operative.

ADVANCE OF AGRICULTURAL 
INSTRUCTION. 


To provide for demonstration and 
instruction in all lines of agricultural 
work calculated to benefit the rural 


population is in brief the main object 


sought by the Agricultyral Instruction 
Act, under which, starting in 1914, 


ten million dollars was to be distribut- 


ed in ten years among the different 
provinces. The amounts paid to the 
respective provinces were graded for 
the first half of the term, after which 
$1,100,000 was to be divided annually. 
The work that has been accomplished, 
and the work that is being done, is 
comprehensively set forth in the re- 
port for 1919-20, recently submitted to 
the Parliament of the Dominion.  Be- 
tween sixty and seventyper cent. of 
the funds provided by the Act, or a 
total of $644,070, is expended by the 
provinces on what is classed as dem- 
onstration and instruction work, in- 
cluding extension work. * Of this 
amount forty-five per cent., or $256,- 
413, is used in connection with the 
agricultural repraésentative system, 
which now finds its place in each of 
the nine provinces. When it is 
stated that, under the Act, a total of 
31,890,143 has been devoted to colleg- 
es ang schools of agriculture in six 
years, some idea of the benefit that is 
being conferred on the rising genera- 
tion in agricultural instruction can be 
inferred, The Report gives a review 
of the entire situation, and indicates 
that, owing in great measure to the 
encouragement derived from this 
grant, the progress made in such in- 
struction has been most marked. 


ALBERTA’S AGRICULTURAL 
SCHOOLS 
By her school of agriculture policy 
Alberta haus taken the lead, if not 
positively in agricultural education, 
at least in definite and specific in- 


struction for the young in the re- 
quisites of farming as a vocation. 
No province has neglected the sub- 


ject. but none has gone more directly 
to its root. and hy its creation of six 
schools of agriclulture the province 
has attracted enviable attention to 
itself. ty means of these schools 
nearly a thousand young people have 
been equipped for their life work. 
When it is stated that, from funds sup- 
plied under the Dominion Agricultural 
Act alone, a no smaller sum than 
$300,000 has been employed in the 
last half dozen years in Canada in the 
building, equipping and maintenance 
of such schools, some idea of the 
benefits deriveq from the grants un- 
der the Act can be obtained. — Official 
reports show that in 1919-20, of the 
$66,965 which is Alberta's share of 
$1,100,000 granted annually by the 
Dominion for division between ‘the 
provinces, $38,000 was devoted to the 
Alberta schools of agriculture. In 
fhe game years, $9,000 was allotted to 
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instructions in woman’s work, and 
$2,500 to the poultry and egg-market- 
ing service. In the same year there 
was allotted $10,000 to the agricultur- 
al representative system. School 
fairs, based chiefly on school garden 
work, and school clubs for the rearing 
of poultry, calves, colts and pigs, are 
conducted under the direction of 
teachers from the schools of agricul- 
ture with the assistance of the agri- 
cultural representatives, and are in- 
creasing in number and importance 
every year. In 1919-20, for instance, 
40 school fairs, representing 440 
schools and 6,500 pupils, were held, 
with approximately 25,000 exhibits.

THE BRITISH MARKET . 
In 1§20-Britain imported 44% of its 


total consumption’ of . meat. This 
amount was practically 86% of the 
world’s total exports of meat. Of the 


810,415 
Canada supplied only 8,076 tons, less 
than 1%. This in spite of the fact 
that British prices were constantly 
rising while ours were going down. 

We advertise ourselves as having 
the greatest cattle country ‘in the 
world, and yet we are practically the 
only country without provision for 
chilled meat industry. New Zealand 
with only a million people has nearly 
15 million dollars invested in chilling 
and cold storage plants so that she 
can now hold 8 million carcasses of 
mutton at one time. Australia has a 
capacity of 6600 cattle, 60,000 sheep 
ang 70,000 lambs per day, with a 
storage capacity of over 100,000 tons 
of meat. South Africa is in the game 
with 20 establishments, though the 
quality of their cattle is rough. The 
Argentine Republic has a capacity fo 
kill and chill 11,000 head of cattle, 
plus 25,000 head of sheep per day. 
Uruquay .can handle 1000 tons _ per 
day. Brazil and Patagonia are also 
in line and the United States has been 
shipping for around 30 years. 

Although nearer the market than 
the others, we are years behind our 
rivals. 

THE EMBARGO 


Some prominent cattle men, for 
instance, Hon. A. J. McLean and Mr. 
McKnight, Calgary, claim that the re- 
moval of the embargo would not help 
much, ,However, everyone would like 
to see it removed for the principle of 
the thing. The cost of shipping live 
cattle is too great, especially when 
100 pounds of live weight ‘will only 
produce about 55 or 60 pounds of 
beef. Moreover the British feeder 
would have to import a good share of 
his feed, as well as the cattle, if feed- 
ing there became a general practice. 

WHAT THE U. F. A. IS DOING 

Steps are being taken for an imme- 
diate canvass of the entire membership 
with a view to getting started, mak- 
ing marketing arrangements in Eng- 
land and probably an initial plant at 
the seaboard until proper cars can be 
secured. yy

Chilled meat is kept at a tempera- 
ture of from 29 to 30 degrees, which 
does not break down the cells as in 
the case of frozen meat.

The roparations commission met Washington, March 21.—The Ford- 
ney emergency bill, precisely as veto- 
ed by former President Wilson, will 
be rushed through special congress as 
the first important legislation of the 
first session. According to the re- 
quest of President Harding for pas- 
sage of a measure designed to help 
the farmers, asking protection against 
foreign competition, Republican mem- 
bers of the house ways and means 
committee turned about today and 
voted to revive the Fordney bill after 
agreeing almost unanimously. a week 
ago not to consider any emergency 
legislation ahead of a permanent tar- 
(ff and revenue revision. 

Senators Penrose, Smoot and Mc- 
Cumber, confreres from the senate fi- 
nance committee, agreed to the new 
program, which, it was explained. 
meets the approval of the president. 
Senator Penrose expressed the belief 
that the emergency measure would 
be in the hands of Mr. Harding with- 
in ten days after the convening of the 
special session, April 11. 

After disposing of the emergency 
measure in the first few days of the 
extra session, the house will take up 
and pass the anti-dumping bill which 
will be followed by the allied meas- 
ure fixing a Uniteq States valuation 
on goods which must pay ad valorem 
duty. Then will come the permanent 
tariff, which Republicans hope will 
be broad. enough to satisfy all inter- 
ests in all sections demanding an up- 
ward revision. - The actual work of 
framing it will begin tomorrow.

IMMENSE CAMP 
AT FORT NORMAN 
OIL FIELDS 


Fairbanks, March 23.—Daniel Cad- 
zow, factor of Rampart House. one of 
the northermost posts of the Hudson’s 
Bay Fur Company here, today, said 
Mounted Police patrols, returning 
from their annual trips into the Fort 
McPherson and McKenzie river dis- 
tricts, declared an immense camp is 
being formed in the Fort Norman oil 
fields, with hundreds already en 
route and others awaiting the open- 
ing of spring traffic. 

The Fort Norman field, Cadzok said, 
is 300 miles long and 200 miles wide, 
along the ‘McKenzie river, the ofl 
bearing area embracing 600,000 square 
miles. One well, sunk by the Imper- 
ial Oil Company, gushed 1000 barrels 
an hour at 800 feet, according to Cad- 
zow’s information, and arrangements 
are being made to pipe the oil to the 
nearest navigable stream.

Passing Nootka Sound by way of 
Esperanza Inlet and so up to Nar- 
row Cut Creek where there is a big 
Whaling Station, and this you may 
know by the hideous smell that 
greets your nose as you draw near. 

They kil! te whales about thirty 
er forty miies out, blow them up 
with air and tow them back to the 
Station. Every particle of the great 
fish is put to some useful purpose, 
whale-bone, fertilizer, whale-oil and 
“some 2,000. cans of whale-meat a 
day. Each whale brings in a rev- 
entie of $2,000 and a sperm-whale 
$5,000. 

At Kyuquot Village in the Sound 
there is a spruce logging camp. Com-

Within a few weeks, the question 
of daylight saving will probably sw 
once more become the aabiect of 
more or less heated debate in which peg 
business men, city fathers, farmers 
with cows to milk, mothers with jo» 
children of schoo. age to look after, 
and last but not least, railroads with 
time tables to print and trains to 
run if possible to the minute, will ayy 
demand to have their say. The ad- 
vuocates for daylight saving will 
point out that in England the econ 
omy in coal consumption effected by 
daylight saving during the summer 
months amounted to $2,500,000, 
whereas the dairy farmers of the 
middle west protest that the morning 
dews and the natural milking time for 
cows cannot be regulated by clock, 
while in the North-West where the 
summer sun shines eighteen or twen- 
ty hours a day the mother of seven 
children wishes to goodness that the 
darkness and the hour for bed time 
came twice as soon and lasted twice 
as long—what She wants is a dark- 
ness-saving Jaw. 

The demand for daylight saving, 
however, is most insistent in East- 
ern Canada and the [astern States, 
and for every insistent demand there 
is usually a real’reason. The reason 
apparently is that the so-called 
standard time in force in the ares 
in question varies considerably from 
the mean sun time upon which thr 
actual length and intensity of day- 
light is based. Standard time is a 
convenient artifice established in ord 
er to secure uniform time for neigh- 
boring. communities or places. he 
sun is travelling from East to West 
and the noon hour originally travel 
led with it, but it was found advis- 
able to fix definite areas in which] @ 
the noon hour and other hours 
should remain the same for the con 
venience of the operation of rail- 
roads and telegraphs and the trans- 
action of business wherein contracts 
involved definite time limits. 

Such standard time was adopted 
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if for the United States in 1883 on the 
set initiative of the American Railway 
Association, and as the time of the 
civilized world is by general consent 
based on Greenwich, England, the 
meridians selected for the division 
of the various standards were fixed 
at the 60th, 75th, 90th, 105th and 
120th degrees west of Greenwich. 
Atlantic standard time theoretically 
extended from the 60th to the 75th 
meridian and Eastern standard time 
* from the 75th to the 90th meridian; 
Central standard time from the 90th 
to 105th; Mountain standard time 
+4 from the 105th to 120th, west of 
Bilt 7 which was Pacific «standard time. 
ty These tinfes were adopted by law 
in a number of the individual States, 
but municipalities have not all fol- 
lowed suit as public sentiment and 
habits proved more potent factors in 
fixing the time standards for locali- 

4 ties than have State Statutes. 
a Prince Edward Island and Nova 
ast Scotia, on the Eastern boundary of 


Brunswick, which was in closer con- 
tact with the New England States, 
finally by Act of its legislature 
adopted Atlantic standard time of- 
ficially for that Province. 

The situation was complicated, 
particularly in the Eastern States 
and Eastern Canada, by the rail- 
ways themselves, where in actual 
practice it was found necessary to 

* fix the time-breaking zones at ter- 
minals or division points. As branch 
lines have been constructed, the car- 
riers have extended on these the 
standard time observed at the junc- 
tion point or upon the main line. 
There «are instances where the 

5 branch lines radiate out of one zone 
into another, thus introducing a time 
at variance w)th the theoretical time 
of that zone. The contention of the 
railways is that time should be 
changed only at the points at the 
termini of train dispatching districts 
when train crews are relieved. They 
claim it {s hazardous to require train 
exaws to change from one standard

change its time schedules for 
the movement of trains within 
the state in order to accommo. 
date itself to conditions outside 
the state arising by reason of 
the adoption of any other stand- 
ard of time by any other state.” 
Then again the demand for day- 
light saving has complicated mat- 
ters. The United States Congress 
last year passed an Act which de- 
feated the general adoption of the 
proposed daylight saving, whereas 
the States of New York and Mas- 
sachusetts adopted daylight saving, 
and the new Fngland railroads, in 
order to reconcile the conflict 
tween the Federal Act and the State 
;Acts of Massachusetts and New 
'York, ran their trains on standard 
time, but one hour earlier than they 
otherwise would. The Canadian 
railways fell into step with the 
American railways, and in doing so 
were supported by the municipali- 
ties of many of tho larger cities 
which had adopted daylight savine.

On eastern standard time as at 
present maintained in New England 
and Quebec, the sun rises from May 
to September two to three hours be- 
fore the average person is about in 
the morning, and sets at an equally 
unserviceable hour.
